SKULL OF PLEISTOCENE MAN 


Find in Ecuador Belived to Show 
Americas Were Inhabiicd 


100,000 Years Ago.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.-——A skull 
which he believes to be of the 


Pleistocene period and consequent- 
ly shows that man lived on west- 
ern hemisphere 100,000 to 150,000 
years ago, was brought back re- 
cently from Ecuador by H. E. An- 
thony, assistant curator of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, it was announced today. 
Some scientists hold that man 
first inhabited the new world 20,-

‘Texas has taken the offensive in this 
matter, and as far as I have been able to 
make out through the smoke of battle she 
has the modernists on the run.

College 
professors get to measuring the thorax of a 
whale and wondering how big a man Jonah 
was. They also notice so many points of 
resemblance between men and 0orang- 
outangs that they begin to talk about Dar- 
win. 

“Texas means to stop this. She has a 
vast community, as vet undamaged by lib- 
eral thought upon this subject, and she 
means to isolate herself from everything not 
bearing the good old patina of time. It will 
likely be hard to find teachers who will lay 
their hands upon the Bible and promise not 
to interpret it in the spirit of our own time, 
but what {s education, a purely intellectual 
thing, to a great emotionalism like old-time 
faith? 

“IT am a great believer in the states. I 
think they should not merely be preserved, 
but that every shred of their sovereignty 
should be restored to them. Every state 
should be a community in itself. It should 
be at entire liberty to think what !t pleases. 
If we do not protect that right, the most 
precious we have, the first thing we know 
we shall be caught fast in some form of 
faith projected bv the Federal Government. 

“This has happened many times in his- 
tory, and it is no fun. Upon the contrary, 
the other thing {s fun. What has happened 
in Texas afforded me the best laugh I got 
out of yesterday's paper,” Mr. Antwine sald.

Sir: In this excerpt from Anatole France's 
“Monsieur Bergeret in Paris,” the Monsieur 
gives to a street beggar and philosophizes 
thereon to his daughter: 

“T have just committed a wicked action; 
I have given alms. In giving a couple of 
s0uUs to M. Hobpler, I tasted the shameful 
joy of humillating my fellow man. I was a 
partner to the odious pact that gives power 
to the strong and leaves the weak in their 
weakness, I have sealed with my own seal 
the injustice of ages and contributed my 
share to depriving this man of one-half of 
his soul.” 

Again: 

“I have sold fraternity to my brother 
Hobbler, using false weights, and in hu- 
millating him I have brought humiliation 
on myself, for alms-giving degrades both 
him who gives and him who takes. I have 
done wrong.” 

However, as M. Bergeret continues he 
contradicts his last statement and praises 
toe true spirit of charity. 

“Charity is justice; it {is love and the poor 
are more skilled tn it than the rich.” 

He now mildly condemns charity and ex- 
cuses himself with these words: 

“That outstretched hand bars my way. If 
it were In the Place de la Concorde it would 
still bar my way. The outstretched hand 
cf a beggar is a barrier I cannot pass. It 
is a weakness that I cannot overcome. Give 
the man something. It's pardonable. We 
must not let ourselves exaggerate the harm 
we do.”
